Service to the public is for many the 
most desirable and for all the most diff- 
cult work in the world. This, at first, 
may seem rather incongruous, but upon 
further reflection there is nothing con- 
tradictory in the statement that work 
may be both desirable and difficult. The 
better things in life are always difficult. 
The easy path leads to stagnation, degen- 
eration, and futility. 

If people in general could arrive at 
a balanced understanding between the 
glamor and desirability and the danger 
and difficulty that is unalterably asso- 
ciated with leadership in any realm, the 
whole situation would change for the 
better immeasurably. People like to 
honor their leaders; they are sought 
after, boosted, toasted, and generally 
made to feel necessary and important. 
But this is not the whole picture by any 
means. ‘They are sometimes quite ready 
with censorious opposition and down- 
right abuse. They may cry “Hosanna to 
the king!” one day, and “Crucify him!” 
the next. 

‘Tn this connection I am reminded of 
a great leader in world politics during 
and after the first world war—Woodrow 
Wilson. His altruistic idealism was ac- 
claimed throughout the world; but, alas, 
political expediency, making a football 
of those ideals, shattered his dream and 
ended his illustrious career. However, 
at long last, the nations are getting 
around to see in him the world’s greatest 
exponent of collective security. There is 
strange irony in the historic fact that 
after men have made martyrs of their 
leaders, they build shrines in their mem- 
ory. Even so, there is no dearth of 
candidates for public office. Is there 
some peculiar inherent compensation in 
leadership that defies analysis? Perhaps 
the infinite Maker of the universe built 
into humankind a nameless urge toward 
some intangible something that can 
come only to those who serve their 
fellows. 

In Christian leadership the compen- 
sations are immeasurably greater and 
the opposition more certain and pro- 
nounced. The true servant of God will 
be greatly loved and deeply hated. He 
will be loudly praised and roughly 
maligned. He will be warmly accepted 
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by some, coldly rejected by others, and 
passively neglected by the rest. His emo- 
tions will run the gamut from unspeak- 
able joy to the most poignant sorrow. If 
he soars too high during periods of in- 
flation he is apt to drop too low when 
deflation gets under way. Happy is the 
man that has sufhcient spiritual ballast 
to keep his vessel on an even keel 
through sunshine and storm. 

Is it possible to serve the Lord with 
mixed motives? It would seem that 
Peter and his fellow-disciples were 
rather mixed up for a long time. These 
were good men, and they had what was 
needed to succeed in the toughest battle 
in the long history of the church, but 
they required a baptism of suffering plus 
a baptism of fire and the Holy Spirit to 
free them from carnal elements that 
marked their early beginnings. 

At the Sea of ‘Tiberius our Lord pro- 
pounded three questions to a candidate 
for the ministry, and I quote: “Simon, 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
these? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, Feed my lambs. He saith unto 


him again the second time, Simon, son® 


of Jonas, lovest thou me? He saith unto 
him, Yes, Lord; thou knowest that I love 
thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest thou me? 


‘And he said unto him, Lord, thou know- 


est all things; thou knowest that I love 
thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep.” (John 21:15-17), 

Let us not pass too quickly over this 
single love motive. We must love Christ 
if we would share in His mission. We 
must so love Him that we love all that 
are His—the lambs and the sheep. Love 
for Christ that shares His love for His 
church and the world will express itself 
in service, a service that will be shared 
by the Infinite to the minutest detail. 

May I suggest further that if our love 
union with Christ is not allowed to 
deteriorate we can “endure hardness as 
good soldiers” without any aftermath 
of rancor and without resorting to carnal 
warfare with carnal weapons. 

In conclusion, permit this further 


word. We cannot overestimate the im-; 
portance of the single truth that Jesus: 
emphasized for all ministers for all time: 
by His triple emphasis upon a ministry, 
that flows from pure selfless love. Here, 
then, is the motive that will not break 
down when opposed by strong enemies 
or forsaken by vacillating friends.

conversion. The battle becomes so great 
that many people give up with only half 
a struggle. Some as they attend Chris- 
tian services become convinced that they 
need Christ. At the altar they make a 
few good resolutions. They shake hands 
with the friends around at the time and 
declare now they are all set for heaven. 
But before they have gone very far, the 
devil comes and tempts them and they 
are gone again. They state they have 
backslid, but more than likely they 
have never had anything to slide back 
from. Becoming a Christian is more 
than making some good resolutions or 
having fine sentiments. 

It is said that at first when a soldier 
goes to war he finds it hard to fire at the 
enemy and may shoot over their heads, 
but when he finds warfare a matter of 
life or death, he shoots to kill, for it is 
a matter of kill or be killed. This Chris- 
tian warfare is a matter of life and death. 
Too often we do not let folk pray through 
at the altar. In trying to help them the 
altar workers try to encourage them to 
take it by faith. Some have to dig a 
long time in seeking God. Let folk 
drive the battle to a real victory in God. 
God help the seeker to pray through to 
a place of real victory. 

After we have settled the sin question 
and we know we are in the family of 
Jesus Christ, the battle does not stop. 
We need to stop our compromising, to 
come out from the world and be separate 
from it. Some would stay so close to the 
line of demarcation that God Himself 
can hardly tell which side they are on. 
Some live so close to the world that 
they do not know what it is to get a 
good breath of heaven’s atmosphere. 
Know who you are and let other folk 


know it. Some are happy with salva- 


tion, but they do not want anybody else 
to get it. At work when invited to a 
card game we do not tell them we are 
Christians, but have a hard time tell- 
ing them why we do not go to the card 
games or the theaters—then talk of our 
trials! Tell folk what you are and who 
you are, and the world will leave you 
alone. 


Not only do we need to have a good 


battle line when it comes to the world,’ 


but also when we come to temptation. 
But somewhere in the make-up of our 
lives there is a weak link, something the 
devil can play on just a little bit easier 
than others. Paul speaks of the sin that 
“doth so easily beset us,” but it might 
well be put that it doth so easily upset 
us. Let us not play with temptation, 
but run from it. 

Another enemy to be defeated is self. 
Some have put the sin question away 
and it does not bother them. Some 
have taken care of the matter of temp- 
tation, but it is different when it comes 
to taking care of the fellow that lives in- 
side of their own coat. Sometimes the 
greatest battle we have is with our- 
selves. Unless we get the victory and 
destroy the self-life we are in grave 
danger. 

Amalek is a type of the natural man 
and Israel of the spiritual man. Saul was 
ordered to destroy all of Amalek, but we 
know of Saul’s incomplete obedience. 
He destroyed most of the Amalekites 
but hung unto the nice fellows, a few 
kings. . . . just like you or I hold on to 
some things we should destroy. Finally 
the time came when Saul, in spite of 
trying to commit suicide, was slain by 
the son of an Amalekite. By not obey- 
ing, it cost Saul not only his kingdom, 
but his life. 

That something within that wants to 
arise and have its own way is the mani- 
festation of the same trait that brought 
sin into the world and damned this uni- 
verse. One day Lucifer said to God, 
“T will,” and that day sin was found in 
him. Contrast the obedience of Jesus. 
He said, “I come to do Thy will, O God.” 

Did you ever try to talk to that fellow 
who says, “I will,” and say to him, “No, 
you won't”? Are there appetites within 
us? God help us to smite them. So fre- 
quently we hear people say that this 
fellow or that fellow is surely having 
trouble with tobacco or with some other 
habit, and at the same time the fellow 
goes right on indulging the appetite for 
it. We should cut away from these 
things. May the Lord help us to drive 
the battle to Beth-car as our Scripture 
says the Children of Israel did the Phili- 
stines, so that they came no more. 

Do we have hard feelings in our 
hearts against someone? Stop humoring 
that inner fellow who wants to baby our 
feelings. Nowadays God’s people do not 
get jealous; they get hurt. Sometimes 
they are in such a bad shape they have

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News from Greece 


(A very interesting letter has just come from Brother Harry Mamalis, our Missionary in Greece. 
Here are some interesting extracts from it.—J. Narver Gortner.) 


“It is now twenty years, and six 
months, since I saw you. I pray that 
God may let me again see your face, if 
Jesus tarries. God is blessing His work 
here, but we need workers to help in 
the work and relieve us a little. Bodily, 
we are very tired after going through 
many hardships, dangers, fears, hunger 
and severe trials. It is a great miracle 
that we are alive today, especially the 
children. God in His mercy has pro- 
tected us because He loved us, and we 
love Him, too. We have gone through 
the fire, but Jesus was with us, and we 
were not consumed. Oh, how many 
times have we seen the loving hand of 
our Father protecting us! Round in our 
house, night and day, bullets fell like 
rain, but the angels were round us, and 
no one of us was harmed. We have 
seen many killed all around us, but 
through your prayers we were protected. 
Thank God! When the Germans came 
here everything was closed. We were 
shut up in our houses through fear. 
Then they began to take with them 
everything they found. It would take 
me weeks to write to you of all that we 
have seen and heard. But here are some 
scriptures that were fulfilled in our days: 
‘All her people sigh, they seek bread; 
they have given their pleasant things for 
meat to relieve the soul’ (Lam. 1:11); 
rich and poor have sold their pleasant 
things for a slice of bread. “They say to 
their mothers, Where is corn and wine? 
when they swooned as the wounded in 
the streets of the city, when their soul 
was poured out into their mothers’ 
bosom. The young and old lie on the 
ground in the streets: my virgins and my 
young men are fallen by the sword’ 
(Lam. 2:12, 21). This scripture was 
fulfilled literally before my eyes, and 
in my family. “They that be slain with 
the sword are better than they that be 
slain with hunger: for these pine away, 
stricken through for want of the fruits 
of the field’ (Lam. 4:9). We have seen 
people fallen on the streets, dead of 
hunger. ‘We have drunken our water 
for money; our wood is sold unto us’ 
(Lam. 5:4). Our water and wood were 
sold to us. ‘We gat our bread with the 
peril of our lives, because of the sword’ 


(Lam. 5:9). We use to go to the vill- 
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ages for a slice of bread at the peril of 
our lives because of the sword in the 
way. ‘For these things our eyes are dim’ 
(Lam. 5:17). By hunger our eyes were 
dimmed. And read Micah 7:2-4. Yes, 
we have seen every man hunt for his 
brother on the streets of Athens, and 
many were killed, some just outside of 
our house.” 

“Surely our Lord is coming soon. 
Here they are getting ready for another 
destruction. God have mercy on us! We 
are living in the last days, and things are 
getting worse here every day. Pray that 
God may have His way in our lives. We 
are praying much for our children that 
God will deliver them from this place, 
because the people are divided into two 
parts, and their hatred among them- 
selves is great; and they are ready again 
to slay each other. Pray that God may 
protect His work here, and all His 
saints.” 

In the family of Brother Mamalis 
are six children: four girls, seventeen 
years, sixteen years, eleven years, and 
two years old; and two boys, fifteen 
years and fourteen years old. Brother 
Mamalis writes: “Bodily, they are 
all very weak and pale, because they 
suffered much during the war, and are 
now suffering for lack of proper food. 
If you were here, and could see them, 
walking without shoes, and with old 
clothing, you would not believe that they 
were my children; and if you could see 
me with an overcoat fifteen years old, 
what would you think of me? Some 
friends in the U.S.A. promised to send 
us some clothing and shoes; some cloth- 
ing came, but no shoes yet.” And then 
Brother Mamalis wrote in Greek char- 
acters the word hupomonee which is 
the word rendered patience in Romans 
5:3, 4, patient continuance in Romans 
2:7, and patient waiting in 2 Thessa- 
lonians 3:5.

District Council Meeting 


The four days of midwinter conven- 
tion, February 5 to 8, were busy and 
blessed ones. ‘They were full days with 
ministers’ institute in the mornings, Dis- 
trict Council business sessions in the 
afternoons, and gospel services in the 
evenings. [he convention was launched 
with an inspiring rally service on Mon- 
day evening, February 4, as the min- 
isters and delegates who had been ar- 
riving during the day made a splendid 
crowd which gathered in First Assembly 
of God Church, Oakland, to rejoice in 
the Lord together and to listen to the 
ministry of the Word. Brother Alva 
Walker, on furlough from Peru, was the 
missionary speaker. Brother Jack White 
brought an inspiring message which was 
followed by good response at the altar. 

The ministry of Brother G. F. Lewis, 
both in the ministers’ institute in the 
mornings and the gospel services in the 
evenings, was helpful and enjoyed by 
the large crowds. We are all happy that 
our brother could be with us. 

The opening rally and the Tuesday 
services were held in First Church. The 
last three days all the meetings were 
held in the Oakland Civic Auditorium. 
The closing service, on Friday evening, 
was a C. A. rally under the direction of 
the C. A. officers. 

This meeting was a specially called 
District Council session to take up the 
matter of the campground site, but sev- 
eral important matters were considered 
and acted upon. A summary of this 
business conducted follows: 

With no dissenting vote, the motion 
carried to change the time of the regular 
annual sessions of the District Council 
from the time of the summer camp to 
the midwinter convention time, and that 
the District officers and Presbyters now 
in office remain in office until the time 
of the next regular annual session of the 
District Council. It was later voted that 
all licenses and fellowship cards be valid 
until the Council meeting next year. 
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After lengthy discussion of the motion 
to keep the present campground at St. 
Helena, it was voted not to keep the 
present site. The next day the following 
resolution was adopted: “Be it resolved 
that this District Council authorize the 
Campground Committee with the Dis- 
trict Presbytery to immediately place on 
the market and sell the St. Helena 
campground.” ‘Then it was also voted 
“that if by camp meeting time next sum- 
mer a campground has not been pur- 
chased, the Committee is authorized to 
rent a campground until such a time as a 
campground is purchased by the Dis- 
trict.” 

On Wednesday afternoon the assem- 
bled body, with no dissenting votes, 
adopted the Metropolitan Group Insur- 
ance Plan which provides $1000 straight 
life insurance policy to the individual 
minister in active. service for 60c a 
month, the balance of the premium be- 
ing paid by the District, and the amount 
of that balance determined by the aver- 
age age of the group being insured. This 
does not become effective until 75% of 
those eligible to join have done so. Once 
the plan is in effect it is not automatically 
canceled if the membership should drop 
below the required 75%, but the Insur- 
ance Company would launch a cam- 
paign to increase the membership. 

The following resolution changing 
the standing and management of Glad 
Tidings Bible Institute was adopted 
without a dissenting vote. “Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute is hereby recognized as a 
District Council School under District 
management. The Board of Directors 
shall consist of eight members: the four 
who constitute, or may constitute, the 
Glad Tidings Tabernacle Corporation, 
in the name of which the property is 
held, together with the District Superin- 
tendent, who shall be the Chairman of 
the Board, and three ministers of the 
District who shall be elected by the Dis- 
trict Presbytery in regular or extra- 
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| 
ordinary session. At the initial election 
one shall be chosen for a term of three: 
years, one for a term of two years, andi 
one for a term of one year. Upon the: 
expiration of each Director’s tenure off 
ofice, his successor shall be chosen for ai 
term of three years. It is understood thatt 
in all matters involving an expenditure: 
of funds a three-fourths majority of the: 
Board of Directors shall be required fort 
approval, except in such cases as the: 
District. may order and underwrite the 
expenditure.” ‘ 
The Women’s Missionary Council 
meeting on Thursday afternoon was of; 
interest to others as well as the ladies; 
who have been working in their projects.

meetings at convention time as well as 
at home are missionary meetings. Sister:

South India 


From Brother and Sister Oliver L. 
Foth come greetings and news of their 
whereabouts and activities. They write: 

‘It hardly seems possible that we 
landed in Bombay over three months 
ago (written in January). Instead of 
going to Bangalore as we had thought 
we would, it was decided that we should 
come further south to Travancore. There 
were only four of our missionaries in 
the South India area when we arrived; 
so you can see how the war had depleted 
the missionary ranks here. Now there 
are eleven of us and nine more are 
either on their way here or will be leav- 
ing the United States for South India 
soon. 

“Today is India’s opportunity for hear- 
ing the gospel! Political conditions are 
especially grave. These will no doubt 
have their serious repercussions upon 
missions here. Everyone is trying to 
buy up all of his opportunities while 
there is time. 

“Despite the heavy cloud that is hang- 
ing over this land, there is a silver lining 
to it. During the war the Pentecostal 
work in South India has progressed en- 
couragingly. Many of the South Indian 
ministers have caught a vision they had 
never had before, and now there are 
definite plans for their evangelizing 
India themselves. These plans are all 
in the embryo stage, and so much help is 
needed in a task this size; but it is a 
sign which encourages one’s heart. Even 
yet, India, which has been called the 
world’s most difficult field, will have her 
self - propagating, self-governing, and 
self-supporting church, I do believe. 

“Our days have been filled with all 
the usual things that new missionaries 
must do, and some others. We have 
plunged into the new language, Ma- 
layalam, spoken by at least 10 million 
‘ people in this vicinity. It has 980 letters 
and combinations in its alphabet and 
defies most of the ordinary rules of 
grammar. It has a lovely sound when 
one hears it spoken—something like the 
sound of a brook running its course 
over many rocks. But those same sounds 
often get stuck in the throat of the new 
missionary. Perhaps this may account 
for the fact that very few have really 
mastered this language, which the ‘pan- 
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dits’ here declare to be the most difficult 
of all the 360 different Indian languages 
and dialects. 

“We have had a real joy already in 
ministering frequently since we arrived 
here, and have seen souls yield them- 
selves to His saving grace. If you could 
but see the difference in the look on real 
Christian faces and on those who are 
worshipers of other gods, you would 
realize it is worth every effort of time, 
money, energy, and life to bring our 
Lord Jesus Christ to the 400 million lost 
souls of India. 

“As yet we have not been able to get 
a car, in spite of the fact that the North- 
ern California and Nevada C.A.’s so 
graciously provided for this need. How- 
ever, it seems possible we may be able 
to get one within the next two or three 
months. All of our missionaries are in 
much the same position.” 

Brother Foth tells that Sister Foth 
and the children have been through 
some real tests in their bodies, but they 
are believing for complete victory. Let 
us remember to pray for them and their 
work for the Master. 


West Africa 

From their station in Walewale, N.T., 
Gold Coast, British West Africa, Brother 
Floyd W. Thomas writes: 

“Thanks for the District Minute Book; 
we are glad to have it, as many of our 
friends have changed their places of 
residence. . . .

“The children, as well as Sister 
Thomas and myself, have kept quite 
well for which we praise the Lord. ‘The 
girls have been bitten by scorpions while 
playing, but prayer has brought im- 
mediate help and relief. Truly God has: 
been good. We invite your continued: 
prayer on our behalf.”

Brother and Sister A. M. yas: 
who have been working in Suva for 
number of years, have been developing 
a program for their work among the 
children as well as their regular services. 
Of this they write: | 
“Many of you knew we had pur 
chased a building 20x20 (without glass: 
windows) formerly used in connection 
with American V-Mail, and were re? 
erecting it on our own site to be used: 
as a children’s tabernacle and later fer

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Because every Sunday school worker 
and teacher should also be an evange- 
list, Sister Blossom Gregorian gave us 
a good outline for an object lesson along 
that line: 

Decorate a box, making it as attrac- 
tive as possible. Paste various sized red 
hearts around on the box to represent 
various ages of people. Fill the box with 
soiled rags and burned matches, trash, 
etc. Ask the children to guess what is 
in the box, then notice their disappoint- 
ment when the lid is lifted and they see 
the filth. Explain that God sees past our 
good looks and beautiful exterior. This 
box is a picture of a sinner’s heart. Name 
the things as you take out the trash. 
Rags for our righteousness, burned 
matches for habits, etc. 

We bring this heart to Jesus and He 
cleanses it. (Take the trash and dust 
out the box..) Christ does not leave us 
empty, He fills us with good things. He 
Himself will come in to abide. Here, 
place in the box a beautiful lily or rose. 
Tell them that Christ is the Lily of the 
Valley and the Rose of Sharon. Call 
their attention to the sweet smell it 
brings to the hearts, and the beauty it 
lends to our lives.

Some of the missionaries who 
attended the language school at the 
University of California have been able 
to supervise and help with the packing 
and are enthusiastic in their thankful- 
ness as they visualize the joy these things 
will be to the needy Chinese Christians. 

Mrs. Gabacungan of the Filipino 
Assemblies of God told of their newly 
organized Women’s Missioniary Coun- 
cil and of the work they are doing in 
sending clothing to the Philippine 
Islands and expressed her thanks to our 
W. M. C. groups for their help. 

Mrs. Estella Wilcox, recent pastor of 
Calvary Tabernacle in San Francisco, 
told of her soon leaving for the Fiji 
Islands to relieve Brother and Sister 
Heetebry who are greatly in need of a 
furlough. Her co-worker, Miss Dahl, 
sang for us. Sister Schwarstrauber, who 
worked with Brother and Sister Saul 
Benjamin in Palestine, also spoke, and 
other missionaries present were Miss 
Emma Daechert and Miss Annie Baily. 

Pledges were taken toward the $100 
expense of changing an Electrolux re- 
frigerator to kerosene for Brother and 
Sister Harold Rhodes who are taking it 
into interior Africa with them. Around 
$80 was pledged for which we praise 
the Lord and the money as it is received 
will be forwarded to the Missions De- 
partment for this need. 

An offering of $160 was received after 
the W. M. C. service. This will be used 
in purchasing drums and such needs 
pertaining to the China Relief work. 

Many of our W. M. C. groups had

World League Seen As Only Hope 

An increasing number of public lead- 
ers are giving their support to a World 
League of Nations. Justice Roberts, 
who recently retired from the United 
States Supreme Court, is a leader in 
the campaign for a World Federal 
Government. Senator Taylor of Idaho 
recently introduced a resolution in the 
U. S. Senate which urges “that every 
possible effort of our delegates to the 
United Nations Organization be directed 
toward the ultimate goal of establishing 
the world republic, based on demo- 
cratic principles and universal suffrage.” 
Charles A. Lindbergh, a pre-war non- 
interventionist, has completely reversed 
his position and is now advocating “a 
world organization backed by military 
power.” Dr. Albert Einstein whose 
famous E-mc2 formula was the basis for 
all atomic research, has suggested that, 
since “in a war fought with the atomic 
bomb, perhaps two-thirds of the people 
of the earth might be killed,” therefore 
“the secret of the atomic bomb should be 
committed to a World Government.” 
Admitting that he “feared the tyranny of 
a World Government,” he added, “but 
I fear still more the coming of another 
war of wars... . If a World Government 
is not established by agreement, I believe 
it will come in another way and in a 
much more dangerous form.” 

Thinkers agree the nations must have 
either the tyranny of a World Govern- 
ment—and so lose our liberties, and suf- 
fer some form of enslavement that those 
under totalitarian governments like the 
Russians now endure—or the horrors of 
atomic wars. Neither is a pleasant out- 
look. 

The sad fact is, as Bible students of 
the prophetic Scriptures well know, both 
are coming: the destructiveness of ter- 
rible wars, and eventually, after the 
rapture of the church, the tyranny of a 
godless, totalitarian World Government. 
That World Government will be under 
Antichrist, and will not be consummated 
until the Lord Jesus takes His people 
out of the world; though there may be 
much preparation made for that. super- 
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government before the rapture. Thank 
God, Antichrist’s World Government 
won't last long. Sin’s dark reign will be 
brought to a sudden close by: the return 
of the Lord Jesus, in glory, to establish 
His lasting government of righteous- 
ness and peace! 

The fact there is so much talk, and 
planning, for this coming “World Gov- 
ernment” is an indication that the Lord’s 
coming is near. 

As Antichrist approaches, the hue 
and cry for his “World Government” 
will increase. 

The people of God had best give 
themselves, in the declining days of this 
age, to giving the gospel to all men 
everywhere, as the Lord enables. “Man’s 
day” is fast reaching the setting of its 
sun; and has gotten the affairs of the 
world into a frightful mess. We repeat: 
it is both useless and hopeless to “try to 
make the world a better place to live in”;
